“I think I am,” said Virginia. “They 
are pretty hard to understanti;~but I 
think the last three are a bit easier 
than the first three.” 
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“What difference do you think you 
notice, Virginia?” 

“Well, the last three are asking God to 
help us—to give us daily bread, to for- 
give us, and to keep us from evil. 
The first three don’t ask anything for 
us—they just seem to be talking about 
God.” 

“Very wéll done, Virginia!” exclaimed 
Miss MacDonald heartily. “You have 
understood it very well, and you are 
quite right. The last three petitions 
are prayers for ourselves. The first 
three are prayers, too, but a different 


kind. We are not asking things for 
ourselves, but are praying for God’s 
glory. We might say that the first 


three petitions turn toward God, or 
Godward, while the last three turn 
toward ourselves, or manward. Why 
should we pray Godward first?” 

“*Cause God’s so much more impor- 
tant than we are,” said Eric. “But why 
does He need us to pray for His glory? 
How can our prayers make any differ- 
ence to His glory?” 

“That’s quite a question, Eric,” smiled 
Miss MacDonald. “There are several 
reasons why we should pray for God’s 
glory. His glory is holiness, and right- 
eousness, and truth; and when we pray 
for His glory, we pray for the very best 
thing that could possibly happen to 
this old world—that God’s goodness 
might triumph over all evil and wrong.

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“Him ... There” 


“Him... there” — two short words, but what an eternity 
of meaning they embrace when they refer to Calvary! 
“And sitting down they watched him . . . there” (Matt. 
27:36). Who? — Jesus Christ, the incarnate Son of God, 
God’s Lamb. Where? — on the altar of sacrifice, the cross 
of Golgotha where He “put away sin by the sacrifice of 
himself” (Heb. 9:26). 

Who watched Him... there? The callous Roman sol- 
diers who hammered Him onto that rough scaffold, the 
cross, and then dropped it heavily into a hole in the ground. 
They joked as they gambled for His clothing while they 
stood guard watching Him .. . there. 

Who watched Him... there? The ecclesiastical political 
leaders of His day — the scribes, Pharisees, Sadducees — the 
religious hierarchy. To them religion was for personal profit 
and aggrandizement. It was their -livelihood, their pro- 
fession. God was their stock in trade. Christ threatened 
their monopoly. Competition had to be eliminated. “If 
thou be the Son of God, come down from the cross” (Matt. 
27:40). And so they mocked, watching Him .. . there. 

Who watched Him . . . there? His mother Mary, the 
women, and some of the disciples. ‘Love beareth all things, 
believeth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all things” 
(1 Cor. 13:7). They, too, kept watch at the foot of that 
cross. 

Who watched Him ... there? The fickle crowd that 
lived for bread and circuses. The crowd with its vulgar 
curiosity, its unbelievable mass cruelty, the crowd that one 
day could shout “Hosanna!” and the next, “Crucify him!” 
The crowd in Jerusalem or Athens, Georgia, or Havana, or 
Little Rock, Stalingrad, Nuremberg. The crowd of 
Shakespeare’s Julius Caesar, of which he could say, “You 
blocks, you stones, you worse than senseless things, O you 
hard hearts, you cruel men of Rome.” The crowd — sheep 


without a shepherd. Men and women like you and me. 
People Christ loved. His enemies for whom He shed His 
blood and died. They watched Him... there. 

Who watched Him ... there? The unseen hosts of hell 
and Heaven, they watched Him ... there. Satan, the 
archenemy of God. His demon hosts. Satan, the Devil 
engaged in eternal conflict with God at Calvary. Myriads 
of angels in speechless awe and wonder at the unimaginable 
mystery of the Holy One of God upon a cross — they 
watched Him... . there. God the Father, watching His 
beloved Son, naked upon a cross of shame, becoming the 
sin-bearer. God the ,Father, judging mankind’s sin, the 
world’s sin in Christ. God-the Father, covering His well- 
beloved in darkness, turning away His face from Him as 
He, the sinless Saviour, became sin for us, and cried in the 
agony of separation from His Father, “My God, My God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” 

We, too, may watch Him... there. He is always God’s 
sacrificial Lamb, the Lamb slain from the foundation of the 
world, the Lamb dying in space and time outside Jerusalem 
nineteen hundred years ago, the Lamb in the midst of the 
throne in Heaven. But always the Lamb, bearing in His 
hands and feet and side the marks of Calvary. His blood 
eternally efficacious to cleanse from sin. We, too, watch 
Him ... there bearing our sin’s penalty, yours, mine, dying 
our death, taking our place, our substitute, the Son of God 
who loved me and gave Himself for me. We must never get 
away from Calvary. Again and again we must stand at 
the foot of that cross looking up into His face. It was 
thus He asked us never to forget Him, and He gave us 
the continual reminder of Himself on that cross — a broken 
loaf of bread, His body given, and a cup of wine, His blood 
shed. “This do in remembrance of me.” So let us never 
leave this cross.

The 
rough-hewn timbers have little signifi- 
cance in themselves. They speak of

The cross is 
the sign of imperial Roman execution, 
but executions were not uncommon. 
Legions of men were executed in creat- 
ing and maintaining the Roman Empire. 

The significance springs from the fact 
that this was the Cross of Jesus Christ.

@ WASHINGTON, D.C.—The Department 
of State disclosed last week that six 
American and four Canadian missionary 
personnel who had been held by the Bra- 
Zilian Army since January 29 on a 
charge of "homicide" had been released 
and the charges dropped. Word of the 
arrest reached the U.S. headquarters 
of the New Tribes Mission with which 
the missionaries were affiliated, and 
appeal was made to Secretary of State 
Rusk. American diplomats in Brazil 
investigated and secured the release 
of the missionaries. The arrest had 
apparently been made as a result of 
pressure from religious authorities. 





® PASADENA.-—Winona Lake (Ind.)-

@ LONDON.—Queen Elizabeth II will 
pay a visit to Pope John XXIII on May 5, 
at the conclusion of a four-day state 
visittoItaly. The Queen's visit will 
be the first such visit of a reigning 
British monarch since King George V 
called on Pope Pius XI in1923. Angli- 
can sources cautioned against attach- 
ing any religious significance to the 
Queen's visit. They said the visit 
was a routine courtesy gesture. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury commented, 
"It is a natural thing for the Queen 
Sovereign to pay a visit to the Pope, 
temporal sovereign of another state." 





@® TOKYO.—Plans for the Tokyo Chris- 
tian Crusade, to begin here on May 6, 
are reaching final states, The Cru- 
sade, sponsored by.World Vision, is 
expected to draw an attendance of over 
500,000. Dr. Bob Pierce is to be the 
evangelist. A Tokyo newspaper has 
commented that it will be "the biggest 
event ever held in Tokyo except the 
demonstrations and May Day Parades." 
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will enroll 5,000 Christian workers, 
Radio and television plans are being 
finalized to bring the impact of the 
Crusade to the entire nation. Opposi- 
tion has been encountered recently in 
the form of threatened boycott by 
trade unions and charges that the Cru- 
sade is a political device backed by 
the West. 


@ SYRACUSE, N.Y.—Consultations be- 
tween representatives of the National 
Council of Churches and representa- 
tives of "classical orthodoxy" were 
urged here by Dr. James Wagner, presi- 
dent of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church, at the meeting of the General 
Board of the NCC. The proposed talks 
would be between theologians from the

those from conservative bodies affil- 
iated with the National Association of 
Evangelicals and other independent 
groups. Dr. Wagner would "seek to 
initiate with devout and competent 
representatives of our avowedly more

Scripture nowhere states explicitly what is the ideal form 
of human government for this age. The people of God 
are not enjoined to strive for or against any particular type 
of government. They are to manifest the life of God in 
all times and places. 

A quick glance at history will remind us of the radically 
varied situations in which God’s people have found them- 
selves, and of the fact that their life and witness was 
carried on in all of these situations. The Israelites knew 
every level of success and failure, from the glorious days 
of David and Solomon to the agony under Antiochus 
Epiphanes, The Church flourished in its early years, quailed 
under sadistic Roman Emperors, grew fat and apostate 
under the medieval kings, and revived in the 16th century. 
But its spiritual vigor has never depended on the political 
situation. 

Many Evangelicals incline toward a conservative position 
politically. Inasmuch as this involves the desire for the 
maximum of individual liberty within the bounds of law, 
the position is worthy. But if conservatism leads us to 
view with alarm all change and upheaval, for whatever 
cause, then we need to examine our thinking. 

Admittedly much of the upheaval that we have witnessed 
in the last half century springs from the drive of atheistic 






Marxism to dominate the world. The Communist Party 
has exploited every possible area of unrest to further its 
designs. And it is clear that there can never be any peaceful 
co-existence between the Church of Jesus Christ and the 
materialism of Karl Marx. 

On the other hand, we must not fall into the error of 
lumping all progressive movements together with Com- 
munism. We see new nations springing into existence with 
bewildering speed. The desire for independence almost 
inevitably breeds passion, and former colonies, in the first 
flush of freedom, understandingly tend to throw out the 
baby (the positive achievements of the former colonial 
powers) with the bath water (imperialism). 

It is-easy to think back with nostalgia to the glorious 
days of empire, when Britannia ruled the waves and Victoria 
was Empress of India, when order seemed to prevail over 
the whole earth, and Christian influence seemed to have the 
ascendency. But Christians ought to be the first to sym- 
pathize with the desire for freedom on the part of all peoples. 
Let us not find ourselves defending, in the name of Chris- 
tianity, some past political order. Let. us recognize the fact 
that the message that Jesus Christ has given to us is as 
authoritative in a world torn by change and confused by 
a thousand new forces as it was in a world of empire.

AN ADDRESS BY MR. BEN-GURION.—Probably the greatest single address that has been 
delivered in the State of Israel since its founding nearly thirteen years ago is the one given by 
David Ben-Gurion, Premier of Israel, before the 25th Zionist Congress, held in Jerusalem on 
December 28, 1960. A complete translation of this address in English appeared in The New 
York Times for January 8th, filling twelve columns of print. It is an address that needs to be 
studied. Over and over again in this address, Mr. Ben-Gurion speaks of the. Messianic hope. 
Here are two of his statements: “But through all these changes there was a continuity, a basic 
nucleus that did not change, and this nucleus is the Messianic vision of redemption, the vision of 
redemption for the Jewish nation and for all mankind . . . This Messianic vision depends on the 
redemption of Israel, which will assume two forms: The ingathering of the exiles and the crea- 
tion of a model nation.” On the surface, these references to the Messianic hope seem to indi- 
cate that Mr. Ben-Gurion and those for whom he is speaking are looking for a personal Messiah, 
the one promised by the prophets. But actually this is not true. Neither Mr. Ben-Gurion nor 
most of the Jews in Israel have any hope of the coming of a personal Messiah. For them the 
idea of a person has evaporated, and when they speak of a Messianic redemption, they are talk- 
ing about world peace and freedom, but not about the Messiah of whom the prophets spoke. 
I am sorry to say that this was the view also of the late great Hebrew scholar, Dr. Joseph Klausner. 
In fact, it is the view of most Jews today. I think his closing words ought to be quoted. “The 
God of Israel is also the God of the universe and the God of history. And the greatest spiritual 
gift that the Jewish faith has bestowed on the Jewish people and the world is the belief in 
redemption. Jewish education, the vision of Messianic redemption for Jewry and the world, and 
growing personal ties with Israel through aliyah—these are the three things that can bring to- 
gether and unify all sections of Jewry, insure Jewish survival in the Diaspora, and enhance the 
security and prosperity of the State of Israel. If those who are loyal to the Jewish people in 
Israel and the Diaspora desire it—and there are such both in the Zionist organization and out- 
side it—the connection will never be broken.” 
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Tr secret of all victory over the 
world, the flesh, and the Devil lies 
in the Cross. Jesus saw His im- 
pending victory and announced it to 
His disciples: “Now is the judgment of 
this world: now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out. And I, if I be lifted 
up from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me” (John 12:31, 32). At the 
same time the Father gave the Son as- 
surance that He would glorify His name. 
We have seen in a previous article. that 
the believer shares in Christ’s death 
and resurrection by being united. to 
Him. This union is established by the 
Holy Spirit (1 Cor. 12:13; Eph. 4:3, 4)

If one for Christ’s sake is giving his 
best in worship and service, he will 
not have time, generally speaking, for 
the recreations of other days. This 
applies to one’s whole social life. A 
woman who gives herself gladly to 
worthwhile Christian and community 
responsibilities will not have time for

and is evidenced by our profession of 
faith in Christ. The purpose of this 
union is to express in the life of the 
believer the indwelling life of Christ so 
that the Father may be glorified. Here 
are Jesus’ words: “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches: He that abideth in 
me, and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit: for without me ye 
can do nothing. . . ..Herein is my Fa- 
ther glorified, that ye bear much fruit” 
(John 15;5, 8). 

Sincd Jesus won a complete victory 
over the Devil, sin, and death, it follows 
logically that we are to share in His 
victory and that we can never be satis- 
fied in this existence with anything less 
than a ‘growing mastery over tempta- 
tions, besetting sins, the allurements of 
the world, and the deceptions of Satan. 
God is not interested in a half-way 
salvation. Jesus’ great cry, “It is fin- 
ished” (John 19:30), is a summons to 
all Christians to exercise the highest 
powers of faith that they may know 
and express more and more of Christ’s 
accomplished redemption now! Not just 
“in the sweet by and by.” Vague ideas 
about far-off holiness after death find 
no support in Scripture. 

At least three words belong in our 
vocabulary of victory. The first is sep- 
aration. We think again of Paul’s dec- 
laration in Galatians 6:14, “But God 
forbid that I should glory, save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world.” If Paul wanted 
to go back into the world, that is, a 
God-alienated society with its pleasures 
and lusts, he found the Cross in the 
way. He couldn’t get around it. And 
if the world tried to get to Paul, it 
found the Cross in the way. It could 
not get through. 

Practically, what does this mean? It 
means that the more the Christian real- 
izes what his Saviour did for him, and 
the more he has the Word of Christ 
dwelling in him “richly in all wisdom” 
(Col. 3:16), the more he will find a 
widening gap of taste, interest, inclina- 
tion, and purpose between himself and 
the world. He may participate in some 
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wholesome recreations as being useful 
for health and as a point of contact 
with others. Some attractions of the 
world he will regard as mere chaff, 
empty and devoid of value; others he 
will shun as injurious and positively 
defiling to one who is seeking to bring 
“into captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ” (2 Cor. 10:5). 

The Christian growing in victory will 
find places in business and economic 
life where he will establish a drastic 
separation. Where competition is heart- 
less and careless of individuals, where 
God-given resources are wasted, where 
money is squandered on unnecessary 
luxuries, and where selfishness is more 
important than service, the Christian 
will find that the scale of values he 
has discovered at the Cross forbids en- 
tanglement. In like manner the Cross- 
conscious believer will resist injustice 
in all of its forms, especially as min- 


ority groups are\affected. 


Another. key word is substitution. 
This is along the line of Paul’s prin- 
ciple regarding injuries: “Be not over- 
come of evil, but overcome evil with 
good” (Rom. 12:21). This applies par- 


three or four social clubs. A man who 
serves on Christian boards and com- 
mittees and who gives his witness at 
rescue missions or in other gatherings 
will find the King’s business crowding 
out lesser things. 

A businessman recently refused a 
very attractive promotion. It would 
have meant a higher position and sev- 
eral thousands of dollars extra in 
annual salary. But the promotion re- 
quired moving to another city, and he 
was unwilling to leave his church and 
the fellowship of a Friday morning 
prayer group. He. freely admits he 
would not have turned down such an 
offer a few years ago, but now he un- 
derstands salvation and he prizes spir- 
itual values. 

Our third word is expectation. While 
we have to take hold of the Cross first 
of all by the backward ook, it has a 
strange power to produce in us the for- 
ward look. Every time we observe the 
Lord’s Supper we “do shew the Lord’s 
death till he come” (1 Cor. 11:26). The 
Cross has its full meaning vindicated 
in the Resurrection, glorification, and 
approaching return of the Lord Jesus. 

This expectation excites effort to go 
forward, to win more battles against 
sin, to make ourselves better users of 
the Word of God and prayer, to attract 
more converts to Christ, and to en- 
courage works of compassionate service. 

All of this compels a word as to our 
failures. What should we do when we 
have sinned? The answer is: rebound 
and get going again. Confess and move 
out in the expectation of God’s faithful- 
ness and power. After an honest con- 
fession of sin has been made, there is 
little help and possibly much harm in 
wallowing in self-condemnation and de- 
jection. Memorize 1 John 1:9 and 1 
John 5:4: “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” “For whatsoever is born of God 
overcometh the world: and this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, even 
our faith.” 

Another word may be helpful. In the 
process of sanctification’ the Cross con- 
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toward other Christians and to claim 
nothing for ourselves. “God forbid that 
I should glory, save in the cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ . . .” (Gal. 6:14). 
Without Christ we are nothing. All 
victories are His. The shame is that, 
considering our knowledge, our re- 
sources, and our opportunities, we have 
not won more. But He is faithful, and 
He will help us press on to the prize.

though unwittingly as “THE KING OF 
THE JEWS” (Mark 15:26). The. cen- 
turion who watched Him die concluded, 
“Truly this was the Son of God” (Matt. 
27:54). Christians sing with Isaac Watts 
of the “wondrous cross on which the 
Prince of glory died” as their confession 
that Jesus is “the Christ, the Son of the 
living God” (Matt. 16:16). 

Another factor, however, also con- 
tributes to the meaning of the Cross. 
Answering the question “Who died?” 
does not complete the picture. We 
must also face the question, “Why did 
He die?” Recognizing the person on 
the cross confuses instead of clarifies 
the meaning of the event unless we see 
correctly the purpose of His hanging 
there and the results that His death 
achieved. 

Some men believe that Jesus died as 
amartyr. Dying on a Roman cross was 
not Jesus’ intention, these: men explain, 
but He was overwhelmed by His en- 
emies. Seeing that escape was hopeless, 
He assumed the martyr’s role. Jesus, 
therefore, was a victim, not a victor. 
And His death, according to such a 
view, is the world’s greatest tragedy. 

The martyr view of the Cross of Jesus 
Christ shatters the total picture like a 
rock thrown against a mirror. It de- 
stroys the recognition of Jesus Christ 
as the Son of God. Not only does the 
martyr view of the Cross find no sup- 
port in the Scriptures, but the Word of 
God directly contradicts it at every 
point. 

The Bible makes it clear that the 
Lord Jesus Christ saw the Cross at the 
end of the road from the very begin- 
ning of His ministry. It is implied in 
His enigmatic statement to the Jews, 
“Destroy this temple, and in three days 
I will raise it up” (John 2:19). To Nico- 
demus He explained that His death 
would fulfill the type found in the 
brazen serpent (John 3:14, 15). Imme- 
diately after Peter as the disciples’ 
spokesman confessed Him as the Son of 
God (Matt. 16:16), Jesus began to tell 
them of the necessity of His death 
(Matt. 16:21; cf. 17:12, 22, 23; 20:18, 19, 
22). The Jews desired to slay Jesus on 
several occasions, but they were pre- 
vented “because his hour was not yet 
come” (John 7:30). His death on the 
cross was neither a surprise nor an ac- 
cident to the Lord Jesus Christ. It was 
the goal of His life (Luke 9:51) and the 
supreme example of His perfect obe- 
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strains us to be exceedingly charitable. 


dience to the eternal will of His Heav- 
enly father (Gal. 4:4, 5; Phil. 2:8; Luke 
22: 42). 

The Bible further explains that the 
Lord Jesus Christ did not die as a 
martyr, but as a willing sacrifice. John 
the Baptist at the start of His ministry 
pointed Him out as “the Lamb of God” 
(John 1:29). This description is char- 
acteristic. Peter described Christ in 
His death under that figure (1 Pet. 1: 
19), and John saw the exalted Lord in 
his visions of Heaven as the sacrificial 
Lamb (Rev. 5:6-14). The Lord Jesus 
Christ fulfilled the type of Isaac as the 
submissive sacrifice (Gen. 22:1-14). In 
His death Jesus brought to pass Abra- 
ham’s prophecy of faith, “God will pro- 
vide himself a lamb” (Gen. 22:8; cf. 
Rom. 8:32). At the same time He car- 
ried out the eternal plan of God (Rev. 
13:8; 1 Pet. 1:20). 

The specific character of Christ’s sac- 
rifice on the cross is amply revealed in 
Scripture as being vicarious. In His 
death the Lord Jesus Christ was God’s 
penal substitute for man in his sin. 
Perhaps nowhere is this truth more 
briefly stated than in Peter’s words, 
“Who his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree” (1 Pet. 2:24a). 
But Peter is not alone in expressing 
God’s word on this point. Paul con- 
cludes a passage replete with the idea 
of substitution with the statement, “The 
one not knowing sin for us he made 
sin” (2 Cor. 5:2la, personal translation). 

By His own words the Lord Jesus 
Christ supported the vicarious view of 
His death. To His disciples He sum- 
marized His life and His example to 
them as follows: “the Son of man came 
not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister, and to give his life a ransom for 
many” (Matt. 20:28; Mark 10:45). Here 
the preposition translated “for” is the 
preposition of substitution, which has 
the meaning “in the place of.” With 
obvious reference to Christ’s words Paul 
wrote that Jesus Christ “gave himself a

ransom for all” (1 Tim. 2:6). Here the 
Apostle joins the preposition of substi- 
tution with the noun translated “ran- 
som” (the word literally represents the 
“payment price of manumission”) to 
form a compound meaning “substitu- 
tionary ransom.” 

The idea of substitution permeates 
the Scriptures, casting light upon the 
meaning of the Cross of Jesus Christ. 
One of the clearest and most beautiful 
illustrations is the record of Abraham’s 
obedience in sacrificing Isaac. In ful- 
fillment of God’s command . Abraham 
built and prepared the altar and 
stretched out Isaac upon it as a sacrifice. 
Abraham stood with the knife in his 
hand poised above his son. At that 
last moment the angel of the Lord 
called to stay his hand. Then Abraham 
saw the ram caught in the thicket, 
which he offered “for a burnt-offering 
in the stead of his son” (Gen. 22:13). 
Israel’s system of animal sacrifices also 
teaches substitution in the laying of 
the hands of the offerer upon the head 
of his sin-offering (Lev. 4:4) and in 
the high priest’s confession of the sins 
of Israel over the live goat on the Day 
of Atonement (Lev. 16:21, 22). 

No passage of Scripture draws to- 
gether the various threads of truth con- 
cerning the Cross of Jesus Christ and 
applies them to the heart of the indi- 
vidual like Isaiah 53, which has been 
called the Gospel according to Isaiah. 
Here is seen the eternal purpose of God 
the Father fulfilled in the death of His 
Son (v. 10). Here is the fullest de- 
scription of the sacrificial Lamb of God 
(v. 7). Here is the desperate sinful- 
ness of man portrayed (vv. 4-6a). And 
here is the provision of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our substitute (vv. 11, 12), 
for “the LORD hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all” (v. 6). 

Substitution is the crux of the mean- 
ing of the Cross of Jesus Christ. The 
Saviour took my place upon the tree of 
judgment and died in my stead, bear- 
ing my sins and their penalty. But the 
Cross of Jesus Christ, like a precious 
diamond, has many facets. Many lines 
of the program of God run into the 
terminal of the Cross. We can rever- 
ently say that in the death of the Lord 
Jesus Christ God killed several birds 
with one stone. To this fact God Him- 
self bears witness in Isaiah 49:6. 

Lewis Sperry Chafer lists fourteen 
important results accomplished by 
Christ in His death (Systematic The- 
ology, III 55-115). We cannot list them 
all, but we must refer, to some. Jesus 
Himself declared that He achieved the 
judgment of Satan (John 16:11; cf. Heb. 
2:14). He also asserted His victory over 
the world (John 16:33; cf. Gal. 6:14; 1 
John 2:17). Likewise our sin nature 
was judged at the Cross (Rom. 6:6) and 
the basis for victory over it secured. 
And finally the Cross of Jesus Christ 
displays like a beacon the infinite love 
of God (John 3:16; Rom. 5:8; 1 John 
3:16; 4:10). It is the extremity to which 
God the Father went (Rom. 8:32) to 
solve the divine dilemma of His love 
and holiness (Rom. 3:26).

The Lesson as a Whole 
By C. Ernest Tatham 
Approach to the Lesson 


HE death of Jesus Christ would be 

i worthless if it were not for His 

resurrection from the dead. It is 
His rising again that forever proclaims 
the permanent value of His work on 
the cross. 

Mary Magdalene had been one of the 
very few who had stood on Golgotha 
and witnessed the awful anguish of her 
dying Lord (see John 19:25). Last at 
the cross, she was first at the tomb. 
And although her faith had not grasped 
the truth of the personal resurrection of 
Jesus, her love for Him was so intense 
that she came to the garden in the 
early dawn to honor His body, and this 
act of devotion outshone any effort on 
the part of the others. Her glorious re- 
ward came when she received the dis- 
tinction of being the first one to whom 
the risen Christ revealed Himself (see 
Mark 16:9). 

Throughout the Sabbath Christ had 
lain dead. The first day of the week 
marked not only a new cycle of days 
but also an entirely new spiritual order. 
The Sabbath marked Judaism and Law. 
The first day of the week marks Chris- 
tianity and the grace of God that flows 
to all men through the risen and as- 
cended Christ. 


Verse by Verse 

John 20:11.—“But Mary stood without 
at the sepulchre weeping: and as she 
wept, she stooped down, and looked into 
the sepulchre.” This was Mary of Mag- 
dala, of course (see v. 1). She had come 
very early that morning to do honor 
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to that precious body, having com- 
pletely overlooked all of His previously 
uttered announcements that after three 
days He would rise again. On her ar- 
rival at the sepulcher she discovered 
what seemed to be a fresh calamity— 
the stone removed and the body gone! 
Hastily concluding that the grave had 
been rifled, she had run back into the 
city and raised the alarm to Peter and 
John. These two had hastened to in- 
vestigate the report, but after doing so, 
had returned to their home, leaving 
Mary alone in the garden. She would 
not leave, for when they had buried 
Jesus they had also buried her heart. 


Verse 12—“And seeth two angels in 
white sitting . . . where the body of 
Jesus had lain.” The door of the sep- 
ulcher was evidently low, and Mary 
had to stoop to see inside. To her sur- 
prise she saw two white-clad angels 
sitting there. Already an angel of the 
Lord had rolled back the stone—not to 
let Jesus out, of course, but, rather, to 
let men see that the holy tenant had 
already vacated (see Matt. 28:2). 

While scant description of these two 
angels is provided, we must not con- 
clude that they were equipped with 
wings and halos! They probably looked 
like ordinary men. 


Verse 13.—“‘And they say unto her, 


. Woman, why weepest thou? She saith 


unto them, Because they have taken 
away my Lord, and I know not where

they have laid him.” Mary’s grief was 
very deep and real, and this provoked 
this sympathetic inquiry. Her answer 
revealed that she considered Jesus still 
as her Lord, even though she thought 
He was dead. It is doubtful that Mary 
recognized these two inquirers as an- 
gels; but even if she did so recognize 
them, they failed to hold her interest. 
She wanted Him. 

Verse 14—“. . . she turned herself 
back, and saw Jesus standing, and knew 
not that it was Jesus.” It may well 
have been that the half-light of the 
morning, plus the fact that Mary’s eyes 
were swimming with tears, prevented 
her from recognizing the stranger that 
was standing behind her. 

Verse 15.—“Jesus saith unto her, 
Woman, why weepest thou? whom seek- 
est thou? She, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid him, and I will take him 
away.” The stranger spoke tenderly. 
There was no rebuke. Was she really 
seeking a living person among the 
dead? Assuming Him to be the keeper 
of Joseph’s garden, she suggested that 
if He had removed the body she would 
like to bear it away. 

Notice that she did not name the 
Lord. It would appear that she just 
assumed that everyone would know 
Him. Moreover, she did not consider 
how difficult it would be for her to 
carry the corpse of a man. Love seems 
to know no impossibilities! 

Verse 16—“Jesus saith . . . Mary. 
She turned herself, and saith ... Rab- 
boni . . . Master.” The Good Shepherd 
knows His sheep, calls them by name, 
and they hear His voice (see John 10: 
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3, 4). Mary was one of these sheep, 

and she responded instantly. “Teacher” 
is a more accurate word than “Master” 

(see A.S.V.). 

Verse 17.—“Jesus saith unto her, Touch 
me not; for I am not yet ascended to 
my Father: but go to my brethren, and 
say unto them, I ascend unto my Father, 
and your Father; and to my God, and 
your God.” Evidently Mary, in her 
joyous excitement, tried to lay hold of 
Him. But the Lord’s reproof indicated 
that she must not detain Him. From 
now on she would know Him in a new 
and more wonderful relationship. His 
own would henceforth be acknowledged 
as His brethren, His Father being their 
Father, and His God, their God. 

It is noticeable that the delicate bal- 
ance of both reserve and intimacy is 
maintained here. Christ does not say 
“our” Father, and “our” God, but “my 
Father, and your Father,” and so on. 
His distinctive position is maintained, 
and, at the same time, His “brethren” 
are associated with Him. 

Verse 18—“Mary Magdalene came 
and told the disciples that she had seen. 
the Lord, and that he had spoken these 
things unto her.” In obedience to the 
word of the risen Lord, Mary became 
the messenger who first bore the glad 
news of the Resurrection. She became 
the apostle to the apostles! 

Verse 19.—“Then .. . at evening, being 
the first day of the week, when the 
doors were shut... for fear... came 
Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith 
... Peace be unto you.” There is little 
doubt that it was Mary’s announcement 
that brought together the whole com- 
pany of the disciples that same evening. 
The entrances were barred, for they 
naturally feared that the storm of hate 
that had snatched away their leader 
would also vent its fury on them. How- 
ever, these closed doors did not pre- 
vent the risen Lord from entering, and 
from taking His place in the center of 
the gathering. And in order to allay 
their quaking hearts He greeted them 
with His own peace. 

Verse 20.—“And ... he shewed unto 
them his hands and his side. Then were 
the disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord.” The displaying of the fresh 
wounds indicated that this peace had. 
been righteously purchased at the cost 
of death. Moreover, it allayed every 
doubt as to His identity. The disciples, 
therefore, rejoiced. They actually had 
Jesus back with them again! 

Verse 21.—“Then said Jesus . . . again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you.” This 
second bequest of peace was associated 
with John’s version of the great com- 
Mission. These disciples were to go 
forth and proclaim this word to a world 
that had been at enmity with God, and 
they would stand in the same relation 
to the Lord Jesus as He did to the Fa- 
ther. They would be His ambassadors 
and representatives. 

Verse 22.—“‘And ... he breathed on 
them, and saith unto them, Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost.” The expression, 
“breathed on them” is found nowhere

else in the New Testament; however, it 
is used in the Greek version of the Old 
Testament (the Septuagint) to describe 
the action of God in the breathing into 
Adam’s nostrils of the breath of life in 
virtue of which he became a living soul 
(see Gen. 2:7). That action had pro- 
duced natural life and had introduced 
man into the old creation. 

The Lord Jesus is described as a life- 
giving Spirit (see 1 Cor. 15:45). As 
head of the new creation, He quickens 
men with eternal divine life (John 5: 
21). He is also the giver of the Holy 
Spirit, and this Spirit is the power of 
the new life. 


The Heart of the Lesson . 

It is somewhat surprising that the’ 
Lord’s first appearance after He arose 
from the dead was to a woman and not 
to a man. And especially is this true 
when we notice that this woman shared 
the general view that they had per- 
manently lost Him. Furthermore, she 
was among the group that had need- 
lessly prepared embalming spices for 
that incorruptible body. They had all 
overlooked the great prophetic state- 
ment of Psalm 16:10—“Neither wilt thou 
suffer thine Holy One to see corruption.” 
Why, then, did the Lord so honor her? 

We believe that the answer lay in the 
fact that she intensely loved Him. Her 
head may not have been too clear, but 
her heart was right! This deep love is 
evidenced by the fact that Mary Mag- 
dalene came to the tomb very early 
that morning before any of the others. 
(were Peter and John still in bed?) 
Moreover, upon learning that the body 
was missing, she refused to leave the 
scene, but remained there with break- 
ing heart. Then, too, she was ready to 
carry away the body if it could be

recovered. Yes, Jesus Christ was the 
dearest object of her heart. He had 
become her Saviour that day long ago 
when He had delivered her from seven- 
fold Satanic power (see Mark 16:9). 

“T love them that love me”; says God, 


~ “and those that seek me early shall find 


me” (Prov. 8:17). Loving and seeking 
go together, and these bring the rich 
compensations of spiritual discovery. 

There is an unhealthy emphasis today 
upon intellect at the expense of heart. 
Many religious books cater to the mind 
in their discussion of academic ques- 
tions, but leave the affections unstirred. 
Mere “knowledge puffeth up, but love 
edifieth [buildeth up]” (1 Cor. 8:1, 
AS.V.). 

By all means let us have a clear ex- 
pository ministry, but let it be also 
warm, and that which leads to the 
weeping eyes and the worshiping spirit.

Topics for Development 


Firstborn Among Many Brethren. It 
was not until His resurrection that the 
Lord Jesus used the term “my breth- 
ren” to describe His. disciples (20:17). 
He had earlier referred to them as serv- 
ants and friends (15:14, 15). 

First of all, this term, “brethren,” in- 
dicates.a common life. His life is their 
life. Moreover, His nature is their na- 
ture. His home is their home. His 
Father is their Father. His God is their 
God. The risen Lord is linked with 
His own in the closest of relationships. 

One thousand years earlier, in Psalm 
22, the Spirit of Christ through David 
vividly and prophetically portrayed the 
agonies of the Messiah on the cross. 
But this Psalm recorded not only the 
grief but also the glory; not only the 
sob, but also the song. And part of this 
somg was expressed in the announce- 
ment, “I will declare thy name unto 
my. brethren” (Psa. 22:22). This was 
the name of “Father.” 

That name could not be fully made 
known until the sin question had been 
settled, nor could He fully share His 
life with them. But having “put away 
sin by the sacrifice of himself” (Heb. 
9:26), He could now take His place as 
“firstborn among many brethren” (Rom. 
8:29). 

The title of “firstborn” implies the 
idea of heirship and dignity. But it 
also involves associates. 

To know God as Father, and to be 
associated with Christ as His brethren 
are the acme of Christian position and 
blessing. . 


Practical Applications 


On that first Easter Sunday evening 
when the Lord appeared to His own in 
the upper room He twice bestowed on 
them His peace (see John 20:19-21). 
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The first of these may be regarded as 
a greeting of loving assurance, looking 
back to an accomplished redemption. 
And it is significant that this was im- 
mediately followed by His showing to 
them of His hands and His side. The 
second “peace” was followed by the 
commission to proclaim the Gospel, His 
breathing upon them. 

Every true Christian has entered into 
the first peace (see Rom. 5:1; Col. 1: 
20). But in order to enjoy the second 
one we must be obedient to His orders.

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than immorality (Luke 8:35; Matt. 15: 
22; Luke 13:16). It is nowhere implied 
that she was that nameless, sinful 
woman of Luke 7:37. 

Mary Magdalene was evidently in 
comfortable circumstances, for she min- 
istered to the Lord Jesus of her “sub- 
stance” (Luke 8:1-3). And here she is 
seen as being able to transport the 
Lord’s body to a new burying place, 
regardless of where it had been trans- 
ferred. Her heart and purse were large 
enough to “take him away.” Much had 
been done for her and she loved much. 


“Jesus saith unto her, Mary .. .” (John 
20:16).—This is a striking example of 
the fact that He “calleth his own sheep 
by name” (John 10:3). He could pro- 
nounce her name as no one else could! 

That was all that was needed to com- 
pletely change her thoughts! Her 
thoughts now were not of a dead 
Christ, but of a living Lord. (By the 
way, this Mary was one of the few 
Bible characters who used the personal 
pronoun in the possessive case and 
called Jesus, “my Lord’—v. 13). If 
tears continued to flow, they were tears 
of joy. 

“..Iam not yet ascended ... but 
... I ascend...” (John 20:17).—Here 
is a thought for consideration. The 
Lord Jesus is “the firstfruits of them 
that slept” (1 Cor. 15:20). But when 
He ascended, He was not alone. He 
led a multitude of captives (Eph. 4:8). 

When Mary saw Him, He was risen; 
but had not yet ascended. He was on 
the verge of ascending. No one was to 
touch Him until He had ascended. Why 
didn’t He ascend before speaking to 
Mary? 

Was it not to give that multitude 
who came out of the graves at the 
moment of the earthquake (Matt. 27: 
52) time to appear to many in the 
holy city “after His resurrection,” as a 
testimony, before He took them with 
Him to Glory? After that His dis- 
ciples could touch Him. He urged them 
to handle Him (Luke 24:39). 


“..I ascend unto my Father, and 
your Father .. .” (John 20:17).—Mary 
carried news such as was never heard 
before. The Lord Jesus brings His own 
into the very place which He, as man, 
has: “my brethren .. . my Father, and 
your Father . . . my God, and your 
God.” 

Believers are now blessed by, and 
should bless “the God and Father of 


our Lord Jesus Christ” (Eph. 1:3; 1 
Pet. 1:3). 
“Am I to believe this? Am I really 


to stand in the same relationship to the 
Father as He?” asks J. N. Darby. He 
answers: “This is what He tells me, 
and it is impossible that He should 
mislead or deceive me.” 


“Then said Jesus to them again, Peace 
be unto you...” (John 20:21).—The 
resurrection day had been a strange 
day for the disciples. They seemed 
confused and full of fear. “Then . 
came Jesus ... and saith unto them, 
Peace be unto you” (v. 19). Here He 
says it again. To their gladdened 
hearts, He says, “Send I you.”

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This morning six of you will tell one 
of the proofs of the resurrection of 
Christ. We will have these first, and 
afterward I hope some of you will tell 
us how you yourself know that Christ 
really rose from the dead. 

First Talk: We believe in Christ’s 
resurrection because ‘He foretold it 
ahead of time. In Matthew 16:21 Jesus 
foretold that He would “suffer many 
things of the elders and chief priests 
and scribes, and be killed.” He also 
said that He would “be raised again the 
third day.” In Matthew 17:22, 23, Jesus 
foretold that He would be betrayed and 
killed and rise again the third day. In 
Matthew 20:18, 19, Jesus foretold that 
He would be betrayed to the chief 
priests and scribes who would deliver 
Him to the Gentiles to mock Him, 
scourge Him, and crucify Him, and that 
the third day He would rise again. 
Every time Jesus foretold His death, 
He also foretold His resurrection. Since 
the first part of all these predictions 
actually took place, it would be reason- 
able to expect the remaining part to 
come to pass. We believe that Christ 
rose from the dead because He said 
that He would. 

Second Talk: The fact that the grave 
of Christ was empty and that His body 
had disappeared proves His resurrection. 
When those soldiers told the chief priests 
that His tomb was empty, they were 
paid to say that the disciples had stolen 
the body of Jesus while they slept. If 
a witness in court said that he was 
asleep when something occurred, his 
testimony would be dismissed at once. 
We cannot accept the story of sleeping 
guards. It would have been impossible 
for the disciples of Christ to steal His 
body, because it was guarded by sol- 
diers and the tomb was sealed with a 
great stone. 

Third Talk: Before Christ’s resurrec- 
tion the Apostle Peter was so cowardly 
that he denied three times that he knew 
Jesus. After the risen Lord had met 
and talked with him and he was em- 
powered by the Holy Spirit, he was 
brave as a lion. Just seven weeks after 
Christ’s resurrection, Peter preached 
that Jesus had risen, in the very city 
where He had been crucified and buried. 
If one of us started preaching that 
someone dead and buried in our town 
seven weeks ago was raised from the 
dead, everyone would say that we were 
crazy. But when Peter preached that 
Jesus was risen, three thousand of his 
listeners were converted. Why was 
this? Because Christ really had risen! 

Fourth Talk: After the crucifixion of 
Christ the disciples were completely 
discouraged, but a sight of the risen 
Lord changed them completely. The 
two who walked to Emmaus were sad 
and troubled until they recognized Him. 


‘When they did, they were so - joyful 


that they took the long walk back to 
Jerusalem that same night to tell the 
others! After the disciples had seen 
the risen Lord they gave the rest of 
their lives to preaching the resurrection 
of the Saviour. All of the disciples but 
John were martyred because they 
would not stop preaching the resurrec- 
tion of Christ.

Fifth Talk: The life of the Apostle 
Paul proves the resurrection of Christ. 
He was a wealthy, educated man who 
could look forward to a life of ease 
and honors. He bitterly persecuted 
Christians till he met the risen Lord. 
His whole life was changed after that, 
and he everywhere preached the resur- 
rection. 

The fact that Paul suffered the loss 
of all things and finally met death it- 
self, rather than give up preaching the 
resurrection proves that Christ really 
did rise from the dead. 

Sixth Talk: 1 Corinthians 15:3-8 tells 
of six appearances of our Lord after 
His resurrection. In one case He was 
seen by more than five hundred be- 
lievers at once. When Paul wrote the 
book of 1 Corinthians most of them 
were still living. It would be impos- 
sible to make five hundred people be- 
lieve that they all together saw and 
talked with someone, if that person 
had not been there! This is one more 
proof of Christ’s resurrection. 

You young folks did so well on those 
talks, I am sure we would like to hear 
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something from different ones of you 
every Sunday. Next Sunday we will 
start memorizing the Scripture Cate- 
chism card “Sin.” The stories in this 
book “The Wrong Road” were written 
to make the verses on the card “Sin” 
meaningful and interesting to those 
memorizing them. I hope one of you 
will tell one of the stories each Sunday 
for the next ten weeks. Who will vol- 
unteer to tell the first story next time? 

Now let us spend the rest of our 
period today telling one another what 
the Lord has done for us that proves 
He is alive!

Christ Lives 
(John 20:11-18) 

AS Easter exciting for you this 

morning? new clothes? gifts? 
flowers? music? You can hardly im- 
agine how exciting the first Easter 
morning was—how puzzling things were 
at first. All was gloomy and sad as the 
friends of the Lord began to wake up 
early in the morning. As they lay on 
their mat-beds, their minds would run 
back’ to all the strange and terrible 
things that had happened in the last few 
days. Who will tell us the things they 
were remembering? They could not un- 
derstand why the Lord Jesus with all 
His wonderful power should have been 
killed. Do any of you remember how 
you felt when someone in your family 
or one of your friends died suddenly? 
Now He—the Lord Jesus, the Son of 
God—lay buried out in a cave grave 
on the hillside with a big stone for a 
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door. (Use a picture of a closed tomb. 
Illustrate the following episodes with 
a picture of each.) 

Some of the women, in their love for 
the Lord, did not waste time thinking 
about the past; they were up and carry- 


ing spices out to put around His dead ~ 


body. Mary Magdalene got the first 
Easter surprise! She saw two strange 
things as she got to the grave in the 
dim light of early morning. What were 
they? (John 20:1, 2.) The stone door 
was open, the body was gone! What 
did she think had become of the body? 
That it had been taken out and buried 
somewhere else. Whom did she hurry 
to tell about it? Peter and John got a 
surprise that had them puzzled for a 
bit when they went into the tomb and 
looked around. What did they see? 
(vv. 3-8.) There were the linen cloths 
in which the body had been- wrapped 
lying just so. Now if anyone had car- 
ried off the body, wouldn’t they have 
taken it with the wrappings on it? But 
the wrappings, long strips of cloth ‘with 
spices bound inside; had not been un- 
wrapped—they just lay there! And the 
way the head cloth was rolled up! 
John looked, and began to suspect what 


























had really happened! But I guess he 
did not tell Mary. She just stood out- 
side and cried. Not only was the won- 
derful Lord Jesus dead—He who had 
cured her of seven evil spirits torment- 
ing her (Luke 8:2)—but now not even 
His dear body was left! After a while 
she looked inside again. What surprise 
did she see this time? (John 20:11-13.) 
When she turned away, another surprise 
was waiting for her, the best surprise of 
all! (vv. 14-17.) 

All these surprises happened on 
Easter morning. There were other sur- 
prises before the day was over, so that

ROM the instability and undepend- 

ability of man, which we con- 
sidered last week, we turn this week to 
the changeless and enduring Saviour. 
The first Easter morning was far more 
than the joyous ending of a time of 
gloom and despair for a few disciples. 
It marked’ the crowning event in God’s 
great plan of redemption—a plan that 
Christ perfectly fulfilled when He went 
to the cross and rose again from the 
dead on the third day.

Without Christ’s resurrection, any 
preaching of the Gospel would be use- 
less (1 Cor. 15:14), for there would 
have been no Gospel to preach had He 
remained in the tomb. We would have 
had today only the good example and 
good life of a good man who had died 
in a good cause.

The resurrection of Christ established 


beyond any contradiction the fact that — 


“neither is there salvation in any other: 
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for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:12). There 
have been other good men according to 
man’s standards. There have been 
others who have given their lives in a 
good cause. But there has been no 
one who has risen from the dead and 
returned to show himself to and speak 
with his disciples, save the Lord Jesus. 


Christ’s resurrection establishes His 
deity (Rom. 1:4). He claimed to be 
sent by the Father and to be His Son, 
and He prophesied that He would. be 
raised up on the third day. Had He 
remained in the grave after His cruci- 
fixion, neither His disciples nor we to- 
day would have had any proof that He 
spoke the truth concerning His com- 
mission and His Sonship and His power 
to save.

Christ’s resurrection is a guarantee of 
our salvation, for it demonstrated that 
His offering of Himself for our sins was 
acceptable to the Father. Without the 
Resurrection we would not know that 
the price He paid was adequate or had 
been accepted (Rom. 4:25; Heb. 9:23- 
28).

The resurrection of the Lord Jesus is 
the assurance to the Christian of vic- 
tory over the power of sin in this life 
(Col. 3:1-3; Rom. 6:2-11). Without the 
resurrection morning, we would have 
had no assurance that He “évér liveth 
to make intercession” for us (Heb. 7: 
25), and Paul could not have written 
“For to me to live is Christ” (Phil. 1: 
21), or “Christ liveth in me” (Gal. 2: 
20).

Christ’s resurrection is a guarantee 
that we, too, one day shall be raised 
from the dead, or shall be transformed 


and caught up with the resurrected 


saints to be with Christ forever. The 
Lord Jesus promised our resurrection 
(John 5:15-29; 14:1-3, 19). Had He 
failed to rise from the dead, we could 
not have believed His words, and the 
comfort and assurance of a future. life 
of blessing and fellowship with Him 
would not be ours. (See also Col. 3:4; 
1 Cor. 15: 19-23.)

But are these great truths concerning 
our Lord’s resurrection merely aca- 
demic? Are we to accept them and 
draw from them only a personal satis- 
faction that because we believe in Him 
and have accepted Him as our Saviour, 
our future is assured? There is a great 
challenge to us in the glorious truth 
of the Resurrection. God says to us: 
“If ye then be risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of 
God. Set your affection on things 
above, not on things on the earth. For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid with 
Christ in God” (Col. 3:1-3). Are you 
hearing this challenge and letting God 
so work in your life that right here 
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and now, not in some distant time, you 
are living in newness of life because 
of the resurrection power that the Lord 
Jesus supplies to any who will trust 


Him for it and yield themselves to His

One more step remains to complete 
the picture. The death of the Lord 
Jesus Christ on the cross as God’s vi- 
carious sacrifice for man’s sin is objec- 
tive.

These two disciples were tired, disap- 
pointed, bereaved, and bewildered. They 
had lost their best friend. We can learn 
from Cleopas and his unknown friend. 
(1) Each shared his burden with an- 
other Christian. What a sensible thing 
to do! “Bear ye one another’s burdens” 
(Gal. 6:2) is a Bible command that 
some of us are slow to obey. A burden 
shared is a burden halved, you know! 
(2) Each shared his burden with Jesus. 
“Cast thy burden upon the Lord, and he 
will sustain thee” (Psa. 55:22) is an- 
other order that is obeyed with profit. 
Jesus listened to their troubles—then 
He acted.

Gloomy hearts yesterday—burning 
hearts today! And Jesus did it all. () 
He interpreted the Bible to them. He 
showed them many things in the Proph- 
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ets which referred to Christ. “In the 
books of Moses, Noah’s Ark points to 
Him,” He might have said. “So does 
the sacrifice of Isaac, the Passover Lamb, 
the Serpent of Brass.” (2) He gave 
them His companionship. He walked 
with them, He talked with them, He 
shared their burdens with them. (3) 
He went into their home. They had 
invited Him—so He went. (4) He made 
them sure that He was alive: He en- 
tered as guest but soon He became the 
host. He said the grace, He took the 
bread, He broke it—and, at once, they 
recognized Him. Had He some special 
way of breaking bread, or did they see 
the scars in His hands? 


Wed., April 5. Luke 24:36-43. 


On the evening of Easter Day, the 
Lord’s disciples were still so afraid that 
they had locked the room where they 
were hiding “for fear of the Jews” (John 
20:19). Suddenly Jesus entered and 
greeted them in an extraordinary way. 
They had forsaken Him, denied Him, 
forgotten His promises, neglected their 
duty to His dead body, and had back- 
slidden from Him completely. Yet all 
He said was, “Peace be unto you”—no 
rebuke, just “Peace”! Guilt, shame, fear, 
disappointment, bewilderment were up- 
permost in their hearts, and Christ met 
all this need with His peace. As I grow 
older, I see increasingly the importance 
of having Christ’s peace in my heart. 
I will not begin my day’s work until I 
have claimed it—then I live on it the 
whole day through. Real peace comes 
only through Christ. 


Thurs., April 6. Luke 24:44-53. 


Christ returned to Heaven in this 
visible way to teach His disciples two 
truths: (1) That they could rely upon 
His bodily presence with them no more. 
(2) That since His human body had left 
the world, God in future would rely 
upon them and their bodies to make 
Him known to men. “What a respon- 
sibility!” did you say? You are right, 
but notice how Christ equipped them 
for their task. (1) He gave them His 
peace (v. 36). (2) He gave them spe- 
cial ability to understand the Bible (v. 
45). (3) He promised to send the Holy 
Spirit to them. (4) He promised to 
give them power from on high (v. 49). 
(5) He blessed them (v. 50). It is still 
God’s plan to make Himself known to 
men through human bodies—yours and 


mine. The same equipment is still avail- . 


able. We must claim it and use it. We are 
His witnesses (v. 48). 


Fri., April 7. Colossians 3:1-4. 

Luke’s Gospel, just finished, took us 
to the end of the resurrection narrative. 
Here in Paul’s letter to the Christians 
of Colosse we begin to see the outwork- 
ing of Christ’s resurrection in the life of 
a Christian. Three times in today’s pas- 
Sage we have the phrase “with Christ.” 
If we are believers we find ourselves: 
Risen with Christ (v. 1); Hidden with 
Christ (v. 3); One day to appear with 
Christ (v. 4). 

In chapter 2, verse 12, Paul had spoken 
of the Christian being buried with 
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Christ, and he showed how we enter 
into all that His Cross means. The next 
stage is resurrection—and now we see 
how we come into a new life and power 
in our risen Redeemer. From now on 
the important things for us are unseen; 
we remember that all our present life 


is a preparation for the eternal life that ~ 


lies ahead. This is the upward look 
(v. 1). 


Sat., April 8. Colossians 3:5-11. 

Now Paul shows how our new “risen” 
life in Christ applies to our practical 
difficulties. He says, “Mortify ... your 
members” (v. 5); “... put off ... anger, 
wrath, malice” (v. 8); “Lie not one to 
another” (v. 9). What do we do with 
the sins that beset us and spoil our fel- 
lowship with God and with each other? 
Can we live really Christian . lives? 
“Yes,” says Paul, “we can.” How? He 
is thinking back to what he wrote about 
the secret of Christian living in Romans 
6:11: “Reckon yourselves to be dead 
indeed unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” That’s 
the secret! When Christ comes into 
our hearts at our conversion, He gives 
us a “new man”—a new nature to fight 
against the “old man,” the old sinful 
nature with which we were born. This 
new man (v. 10) is the likeness of 
Christ in our hearts and lives. Now 
indeed we can claim that “sin shall not 
have dominion” over us (Rom. 6:14). 
And this new life of Christ in us over- 
rides (v. 11) racial distinctions, social 
barriers, religious prejudices—we be- 
come at one with other Christians, “all 
one in Christ Jesus” (Gal. 3:28). 


Sun., April 9. Colossians 3:12-15. 

This passage follows directly upon 
verse 11. If Christ is all in all to you, 
then you will want to put on all that 
goes with the new man. And here fol- 
lows a list of qualities that ought to be 
true of the man who is “in Christ.” 
These control his relationships with his 
fellow men—which depend on his re- 
lationship with God. They may well 
be called “The Christian’s wardrobe” 
—the spiritual clothing of those who 
have been chosen by God. 


Verse 13: We shall sometimes find 
ourselves in difficulties with other peo- 
ple however hard we try to avoid such 
difficulties. How do we behave? For- 
giving—“even as” Christ has forgiven 
us. Think of what that means! The 
full and free pardon that He has given 
us for all the sins we have ever commit- 
ted! “So do ye.” And the secret of it all 
is—Love.
